TORNADOES TEAR 
THROUGH MIDWEST

OKLAHOMA CITY Severe weather’s assault on 
middle America continued Tuesda}^ as tornadoes 
and thunderstorms pulverized communities and 
claimed at least six lives in Oklahoma and Kansas. 

Twisters also were brewing in Dallas and several 
northern Texas counties, according to the Na- 
tional Weather Service, with at least one tornado 
reported on the ground. 

There was no rest for the weary and grieving. 

Joplin, Mo., where 124 died in a tornado Sunday 
was briefly under a tornado warning late Tuesday 
but it was later lifted. Still, the city braced for high 
winds. 

Two motorists died when an uprooted tree 
slammed into their van in Stafford County, Kan., 
according to state officials. 

The deadly string of tornadoes that rampaged 


through central Oklahoma killed at least four 
people, injured dozens and destroyed homes and 
vehicles, officials said. 

According to reports, a large tornado that 
crossed I-40 near El Reno, Okla., destroyed resi- 
dences and caused a gas leak at an energy plant 
west of the state capital. Four people died in the 
surrounding area, officials said. 

The twister injured motorists on I-40 and 
Route 81. Deputies tended to the injured, and 
there were reports of property damage in the area. 

Another tornado was seen at Chickasha, 
about 40 miles southwest of Oklahoma City It 
later reached Newcastle, before pushing through 
Moore and Norman, which are suburbs of Okla- 
homa City The National Weather Service warned 
residents and I-44 drivers to take precautionary 
action. 

About 1,200 people packed a shelter in New- 
castle, a bedroom community near Oklahoma 
City during the storm. City Manager Nick Nazar 
said. “That saved lives.” 


“We have been extremely lucky,” he said. “Mi- 
nor injuries so far.” 

Statewide, at least 60 people were hurt and 
nearly 58,000 homes lost power, according to the 
Oklahoma Department of Emergency Manage- 
ment. Damage was reported in at least 14 counties. 

Randy McCown, administrator at First Baptist 
Church of Piedmont, northwest of Oklahoma City 
said the church was operating as a shelter for resi- 
dents. Heavy damage was reported across the city 

Tornado watches were in effect Tuesday eve- 
ning in Texas, Missouri, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas. 

Operations were suspended Tuesday afternoon 
at Will Rogers World Airport in Oklahoma City 

The Storm Prediction Center said the high-risk 
area for severe storms includes southern Kansas, 
most of Oklahoma and southward into Texas. 

Surrounding the high-risk area was a large 
“moderate”-risk area where tornadoes were pos- 
sible. This included the cities of Dallas; Kansas 
City Mo.; Springfield, Mo.; and Joplin.

As residents of Joplin, Mo., con- 
tinued digging out from the 
aftermath of the deadliest tor- 
nado in U.S. history, research- 
ers prepared to visit the strick- 
en city to assess the storm’s 
intensity. Coming only three 
weeks after an unprecedented 
series of twisters wrought de- 
struction across the Southeast, 
here are answers to some 
questions about the science of 
tornadoes. 

Q: What caused the 
tornadoes? 

A: Warm, moist air from the 
Gulf of Mexico moved north- 
ward until it encountered cold 
air brought south by the jet 
stream. When the warm and 
cold air from different altitudes 
come together, it creates wind 
shear and circular air motions 
that lead to a tornado. 

Q: How severe was the Joplin 
tornado? 

A: Preliminary estimates are 
that the storm measured EF-5 
(the highest rating) on the en- 
hanced Fujita scale of tornado 
intensity, meaning it had wind 
speeds in excess of 200 mph. 

Q: How common are such 
storms? 

A: Between 1950 and 1994, 
about 1 percent of all U.S. torna- 
does were either EF-4 or EF-5, 
with winds over 200 mph. But 
during that period, 67 percent 
of all tornado deaths were at- 
tributed to tornadoes in those 
two classes. 

Q: Is this an unusual year for 
tornadoes? 

A: It’s shaping up to be. During 
the past couple of decades, 
an average of about 1,200 
tornadoes touched down 
each year in the continental 
U.S. This year, about 1,076 had 
been counted even before this 
week’s activity in Missouri and 
elsewhere. 

Q:Why? 

A: The Gulf of Mexico is warm- 
er than normal, sending more 
moist air over the South. The 
jet stream also has been mov- 
ing further south than usual, 
bringing it into contact with 
excess moisture and triggering 
the storms, losangeles times

“There is no one else like Oprah," Pearson said of the appeal. 
“She talks often about how she grew up with next to nothing 
and she created this empire. It’s inspiring. I don’t know why you 
wouldn’t watch her.” 

Though repeated attempts didn’t yield any tickets for one of 
the show’s final tapings, Pearson said she will go out of her way to 
watch the final episode. Clark too said he is planning something 
“spectacular, yet simple” as he believes that’s how Oprah tends to 
celebrate. 

But “Age of Oprah” author Peck, who said she has seen almost 
every Winfrey episode repeatedly, will not be in the audience— 
physical or virtual— on her former subject’s last day 

“I’ll be on a plane flying to an academic conference,” Peck said 
with a breeziness that might have sent a chill through the super- 
fans. ‘And guess what? I’ll live on.”

Oprah superfans reeling over queen 
of talk’s final Chicago-taped show

Warden Clark has not missed an episode of “Oprah” since 
birth— well, at least as far back as he can remember. 

“I DVR it every day, and if I’m not home to watch it in the 
morning, Pm right there to catch up in the evenings,” Clark, 24, 
said of a viewing tradition he started with his grandmother. “I do 
not miss an episode of ‘The Oprah "V^nfrey Show.’ ” 

The talk show host is more than just an entertainer to the 
Uptown resident: She’s also a teacher— one who has taught him 
everything from the joys of having an iPad to the medical mean- 
ing of “S-shaped poop.” (More on that in the adjacent feature.) 

Clark acknowledges that as a man in his 20 s, he maybe one of 
the few watching a show that skews toward middle-age Caucasian 
women in their 40s and 50s, according to experts. But he said 
there will be a void in the vast universe of pop culture once Win- 
frey’s Chicago- taped ABC show goes off air for good Wednesday. 
(It taped Tuesday in Chicago, according to the Tribune.) 

“I think I’ll tear up a Httle,” Clark said. “I mean, I got emo- 
tional the day Oprah announced she was going off air. She teared 
up and I did too. This is a part of a lot of people’s lives.” 

Clark is far from alone in his deep emotional attachment- 
bordering on obsession— to all things “Oprah.” Chicago fans of 
the show, which reaches an estimated 6.5 milHon viewers on av- 
erage in this final season, ’fess up to taking most ofWinfrey’s les- 
sons to heart and buying her “favorite things,” from appliances 
to pies to books. For them, "V^^nfrey’s last show takes on differ- 
ent significance as it plays out amid a fractured media landscape 
that, according to experts, might never be dominatedby a super- 
personality like ^^nfrey again. 

Among those pulling for the O is Berwyn resident Sherise 
Dale. The 38-year-old is nicknamed “Lady O” for constantly 
sharing Winfrey-isms and advice with family members. Dale 
considers Winfrey almost a spiritual leader, and finds particular 
resonance in the host’s words about trusting innately in your 
own talents, treating yourself without breaking the bank, and 
“believing people when they show you who they are.” 

Dale has been a fan since childhood and cannot imagine a 
world without the show. 

“People in general are looking for a better way of living and a 
better side to life,” Dale said, adding she used to DVR it all the 
time. “I also love that she is a philanthropist. She has so much, 
but then again, she gives so much at the same time.” 

Will anyone ever take Winfrey's spot in pop culture? 

The author of 2008’s “The Age of Oprah: Cultural Icon for 
Neo-Liberal Era” doesn’t think so. Janice Ann Peck, a mass 
media professor at the University of Colorado, notes that Win- 
frey leaves behind a fracturing media landscape, and that even 
Winfrey will have a tough time duplicating her success on her

Police policy shift 

Emanuel to redeploy 500 officers to high-crime areas across city

Mayor Emanuel on Tuesday formally an- 
nounced that 500 Chicago police officers 
will be redeployed to high-crime areas this 
summer. 

“This is a down payment on my promise 
to add 1,000 police officers to the beat,” 
Emanuel said in a written statement be- 
fore a news conference in Auburn- Gresh- 
am. “We cannot beat crime without more 
officers on the beat.” 

During the campaign, Emanuel prom- 
ised to put 1,000 additional officers on 
the streets. Some of them would be shift- 
ed from desk jobs and some would be new 
hires. 

The 400 or so officers from the two 
specialized units already were on the

street, however. 

Aid. Latasha Thomas (17th) said she 
expects her ward to benefit in the short 
term as the 500 officers are redeployed in 
time for the summer. But she also noted 
Emanuel’s campaign pledge. 

“I want to see a plan about the thou- 
sand,” Thomas said after the news con- 
ference. “I still think it’s a thousand, 
because these are officers already on the 


books, right?” 

Emanuel’s announcement confirms 
what the Tribune first reported Monday 
night. 

For 90 days, an estimated 450 of those 
officers will leave two specialized units — 
the Mobile Strike Force and Targeted 
Response Unit— and transfer to some of 
the most dangerous districts on the South 
and West sides. The balance will be pulled 
from various other units within the de- 
partment. 

Calling the move an indication of 
“a shift in management philosophy,” act- 
ing Police Superintendent Garry McCar- 
thy said Tuesday it’s important to put re- 
sources in the districts, “where the rubber 
meets the road.”

Terror witness: 
'I was pleased’

David Coleman Headley returned to the 
stand in Chicago on Tuesday to continue 
his outline of how he and members of the 
Pakistani-based terrorist group Lashkar- 
e-Taiba planned the 2008 terrorist attacks 
in Mumbai that killed some 170 people. 

By the end of the questioning by As- 
sistant U.S. Atty Daniel Collins, Headley 
had taken the jury right up to the Nov 26 
attack, which he said he watched unfold 
from Pakistan after one of the alleged 
conspirators texted him to turn his TV on. 

“I was pleased,” Headley said without 
emotion when Collins asked his reaction 
to what he saw happening in Mumbai. 

Such has been Headley’s demeanor 
during most of his testimony Monday and 
Tuesday, even when he testified about the 
Mumbai rampage, one of the most deadly 
recent terrorist attacks. 

Peppered throughout his testimony on 
his second day on the stand as a prosecu- 
tion witness were references to the reason 
Headley is there anyway: Explaining the 
role Tahawwur Rana allegedly played in 
supporting the attacks. 

Rana, a Chicago businessman and for- 
mer doctor for the Pakistani military is 
on trial in federal court in Chicago on 
charges he provided support to Headley 
his friend since childhood. 

Rana has denied all involvement in the 
plots.

Even before Indiana-based artist Kay Rosen’s 
large-scale Art Loop public art installation 
was unveiled Tuesday morning, related ban- 
ners installed along State Street spelled out 
her message: Go Do Good. 

That theme, composed in Rosen’s signature 
block letters in a bumblebee color scheme, 
now saturates the Loop’s main drag, most vis- 
ibly via the nine-story mural on the Stevens 
building at State and Washington streets. 
Banners connect the mural to a secondary in- 
stallation, the “E’ platform along Lake Street 
just north of the Chicago Theatre, whose 
marquee also reflected the message Tuesday 

Eor some Loop dwellers who’ve tracked the 
weeks-long installation’s progress, the reveal 
is anticlimactic. 

“I thought (last summer’s] eyeball {sculp- 
ture} was cool,” said Stan Pillman, on a ciga- 
rette break in front of WLS Radio’s office at 
State and Lake, “but I don’t know about the 
artistic aspect of {Rosen’s installation] I guess 
it’s a good message.” 

That message— doing good— goes beyond 
Rosen’s massive maxim, as she and Chicago 
Loop Alliance executive director Ty Taking 
explained at Tuesday’s unveiling. 

In partnership with United Way of Metro- 
politan Chicago, the CLAhas piggybacked on 
Rosen’s installation to launch a social move- 
ment via godogoodchicago.com, which sug- 
gests ways in which Chicagoans can “do good” 
by local school students this summer. 

Progress toward a goal of 100,000 good 
deeds before the campaign ends in September 
will be tracked virtually, with progress visible 
to the public via physical “barometers”: trans- 
parent drop-boxes full of good deed-related 
fliers on State Street between Madison and 
Washington streets. The Stevens building 
mural will remain on view for approximately 
one year, according to a CLA spokesperson. 


Emanuel expected to testify in Blago trial

Rod Blagojevich’s retrial on corruption 
charges has mostly been a scaled-back re- 
peat of last summer’s first installment, but 
that could change dramatically if the former 
governor testifies in his own defense and 
calls Mayor Emanuel among his witnesses. 

With the defense set to begin to present 
evidence Wednesday a source with knowl- 
edge of the situation said Emanuel has been 
told to prepare to testify at the retrial. In late 


2008 Emanuel, then chief of staff to Presi- 
dent-elect Barack Obama, sent messages to 
the then-governor about Blagojevich’s pick 
to replace Obama in the U.S. Senate. 

Also among the scheduled witnesses is 
U.S. Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr., who could be 
called to testify about allegations Blagojev- 
ich considered an offer of campaign cash 
from Jackson supporters in exchange for his 
appointment to the Senate seat. Jackson has 
denied wrongdoing in connection with the 


alleged plan to raise cash for Blagojevich. 

Blagojevich is planning to take the wit- 
ness stand as well, according to several 
sources familiar with the decision. He has 
been preparing to testify for several days 
and worked in depth on his possible testi- 
mony over the weekend, the sources said. 

Prosecutors were made aware Tuesday 
of Blagojevich’s decision to testify sources 
said. A spokesman for the U.S. attorney’s of- 
fice declined to comment.

Bailiff aren’t as intimidating 
as their music suggests 

It’s safe to say that local rock duo Bailiff 
relates more to the tortoise than the hare. 

“The writing process is, well, I don’t know 
if I like the word ‘slow,’ but we try out a 
song every which way possible,” said singer 
and guitarist Josh Siegel, 29. “It’s a pretty 
thorough experimenting process before we 
consider a song done.” 

This explains, in part, why it took so long 
for Siegel and drummer Ren Mathew (the 
two perform with a rotating cast of bass 
players) to complete their full-length debut, 
“Red Balloon,” which has been in the works 
for about half the time since the group’s EP 
“Mm Hmm” in 2008. The wait was worth it: 
The new record is a monstrous slab of hyp- 
notic blues-rock that the pair will unleash on 
the public with a record release show 
June 4 at Lincoln Hall. 

Reached at home in Lakeview, Siegel dis- 
cussed the Kickstarter campaign that helped 
fund recording, his fear of sharks and what it 
feels like to undergo hypnosis.

Then every 
band I saw on there was meeting their goal. It be- 
came one of those things where the practicality 
of life and finances kick in and you’re like, “I don’t 
even care if I’m going to embarrass myself, this is 
what I’ve got to do.” 

Bailiff has a tough sound. You’re the guys peo- 
ple might not want to run into in a dark aiiey. 


That’s funny, because that’s one of the comments 
that stuck out from [“Red Balloon” producer] Jon 
[Alvin] when he first listened to us. He said, “If I just 
saw you guys play a show. I’d think, ‘That band is 
good, but I don’t know that I’d be able to just go up 
and talk to them.’ ” 

Do you think of yourseif as intimidating? 

No! That’s one of the things that’s funny to me: 
Getting pegged as this aggressive, manly sound- 
ing band. I think that maybe comes from overdos- 
ing on Led Zeppelin. 

What frightens you then? 

I’d say spiders, snakes and sharks. Generally any 
animals that start with the letter “s.” 

These songs do have a really hypnotic eiement 
to them. 

Yeah, we really like African music and funk. That’s 
where you get into the voodoo side of things, 
where it feels like some beats and riffs want you to 
keep playing them. And who am I to tell it no?

Friendly Fires 

“Pa/a” 

(XL Recordings) 

In 2008, this 
London trio came 
out of nowhere 
and delivered such 
a deliriously move- 
ment-inducing 
dance-rock debut 
that the self-titled 
record shot its way onto my top 10 
of the year. (What can I say, putting 
on the album automatically turned 
any moment into a party.) 

“Pala,” named after the titular 
landmass of Aldous Huxley’s 1962 
novel “Island,” leans heavier on 
dance than rock, pushing an already 
’80s-inspired band deeper into the 
decade’s soft, glittery sounds. That 
means soaring, John Hughes-esque 
anthems such as “Blue Cassette” 

(“As I hear your voice,” wails singer 
Ed Macfarlane passionately, “it 
sets my heart on fire”), the tropical, 
transporting “Hawaiian Air” (which 
includes amusing details such as 
“Seeing the mountains through the 
fog/watching a film with a talking 
dog”) and “Show Me Lights,” which 
makes you want to choreograph a 
dance with heavy emphasis on a 
light show and smoke machine. 

Friendly Fires needs to stop 
writing every song with the same 
structure (those choruses are espe- 
cially redundant), and some songs 
(“Hurting,” “Running Away”) don’t 
turn throbbing sexiness into a mem- 
orable hook. Live, though, the band 
will turn every track into top-notch 
shimmying material.

What we know as the 292-seat Mercury Theater 
opened in 1912 as The Blaine. “And then [around 
1928}, another theater opened a few doors over 
called The New Blaine, which eventually became 
the Music Box Theater. And that had a thousand 
seats!” said Mercury executive director L. Walter 
Stearns. ‘And so the Mercury went from being 
a lively and active nickelodeon to being a step- 
child.” 

For the next 65 years, the building housed a 
variety of businesses— including a carpet-clean- 
ing store— until theater producer Michael Cul- 
len bought it and two adjoining restaurants. But 


when the recession hit and Cullen had a stroke, 
the theater went dark in 2009. One of the restau- 
rants, Cullen’s, stayed open, but the other closed. 

Enter Stearns — the former artistic director for 
Porchlight Music Theatre— who, with an anony- 
mous group of investors, purchased the complex 
this year. In addition to its one-night acts (Henry 
Rollins was here in March, Bob Mould is slated 
for June 16), the theater now is home to Route 66 
Theatre’s production of ‘A Twist of Water,” which 
moved in after a sold-out run at Theater Wit. 

We caught up with Stearns to find out more.

After 12 successful years with Porchlight, 
why this new venture? 

It’s been my life’s dream to have a home of my 
own and here was this great theater, which had 
been dark for a couple of years. Our hope is 
that we’ll keep the lights on forever and ever 
[laughs] and also that the theater will become 
sort of a beacon, not just for New York produc- 
ers who want to bring a recent success to the 
city, but also for local artists to tell our stories 
and to give [them] a place to call home. 

Do you have plans for the vacant restaurant 
space? 

We’ve reached an agreement with Deleece, 
which is just a couple blocks down on 
Southport. They’re going to move to the 
Mercury Theater. 


Why did you choose “A Twist of Water” for the first 
production? 

It’s a Chicago-based show. It was developed here; it’s 
about life in Chicago. And it’s also about rebirth and 
new beginnings. It felt like a perfect statement to make 
with the reopening of the Mercury Theater. I got to see 
the show [at Theater Wit] and I thought, “This is a really 
special story and it deserves a wider audience.’’ 

Have you tried to get Oprah to see the show before 
she leaves town? 

I don’t think there’s a producer in town who hasn’t tried 
to get Oprah in to see their show. [Laughs.] You know, 
Rosie O’Donnell is in town frequently and “A Twist of 
Water’’ deals with gay adoption. And if there was ever a 
spokesperson for gay adoption in the United States, it’s 
Rosie O’Donnell. It would be a real boon for the show if 
she were to come out and see it and lend her support. 




Chicago’s history of rising from 
the ashes is threaded through 
Caitlin Montayne Parrish’s tale 
of a gay, white history teacher who 
must come to terms with his adopted 
African-American daughter’s desire to find 
her biological mother after his husband dies in

tion, gay marriage restrictions, family dynamics, the struggles to move forward 
through grief and the awkwardness of attempting to date while you’re still a hot 
mess, which are explored with both compassion and humor.

‘Hangover II’ stares down heavyweights

In Hollywood’s high-stakes summer movie season, 
R-rated comedies usually pick up the box-office 
scraps left behind by superheroes, robots and talk- 
ing animals. 

Warner Bros, has a far different plan for “The 
Hangover Part II,” which opens at 12:01 a.m. 
Wednesday in some Chicago theaters. 

The studio is releasing the sequel to its 2009 
raunchy blockbuster on Memorial Day weekend— 
a lucrative moviegoing time traditionally reserved 
for big-budget, all-audience films— in hopes of 
topping the holiday box office against hefty com- 
petition: the animated family comedy “Kung Fu 
Panda 2” and Johnny Depp holdover “Pirates of the 
Caribbean: On Stranger Tides.” 

Warner also is simultaneously debuting “Hang- 
over” nearly everywhere around the globe, another 
rarity for R-rated comedies as the genre’s culturally 
specific jokes often don’t play well overseas. But 
the original “Hangover” grossed $190 million in- 
ternationally more than half of the $277 million it 
collected in the U.S. and Canada. 

“The Hangover Part 11 ” is being positioned as 
one of the big-screen events of this summer. War- 


ner hopes to demonstrate that an R-rated comedy 
can stand alongside the action-adventure series, 
comic book adaptations and computer animated 
fare that form the core of the modern movie busi- 
ness. 

“For several years we have wanted to succeed 
in comedy while still pursuing our director-driven 
tentpole strategy” said Greg Silverman, the stu- 
dio’s production president. “It’s a big deal for us to 


prove it can be done.” 

Pre-release tracking surveys suggest the second 
“Hangover,” which once again follows a trio of 
friends who black out during a bachelor party gone 
disastrously awry will gross more than $100 mil- 
lion over the long weekend. 

That would make it the biggest opening of all 
time for an R-rated movie or live-action comedy, 
not accounting for inflation.
